The prisoner admitted that his recol­ 
lections were perhaps not precise. 
M. Labori said he regretted Cerous 
chi was not present, as -ouusel desired 
to question him. 
The defense had di 
covered that applications had been made 
for Ceruuschi’s extradition, aud he was 
renounced to be altogether worthless 
aud unreliable. Counsel also said that, 
although representing himself to be a 
political refugee, if Ceruusehi had not 
left Austria he would have been placed 
in an asylum for the insane.

W a s h i n g t o n , 
Sept. 
8. — President 
Schurmau of the Philippine commission 
called at the state department to say 
goodby before leaving for Ithaca, N. Y. 
His optim istic views have convinced 
some of the leading officials, at least, 
that the end of the war in the Philip­ 
pines is in sight. One of the arguments 
which he used to support this belief 
was a chart of the Philippine group. 
On this the various races populating the 
islands were set out in colors. Not only 
does the chart show that the Tagals 
form but a small portion of the total 
population of the Philippines, but it 
appears that the Tagals in insurrection 
against the United States constitute 
only a portion of the tribe, aud that 
whole provinces in Luzon, notably at 
the northern extrem ity of tho island, 
are either friendly to tho United States 
or at least neutral. 
Senator Beveridge, recently returned 
from tho Philippines, had a conference 
with the president today aud is to have 
am flier this afternoon. 
The activity of the war department 
officials and the close figuring that is 
being 
done 
regarding tho available 
force iii the Philippines indicate an 
early movement. 
By Get. I Otis will have an arm y of 
31,000 effective fighting mon. 
I t is be­ 
lieved by some officials of the arm y 
that such a force ought to begin ail act­ 
ive campaign w ithout delay unless the 
w eather conditions are such as to abso­ 
lutely prevent. 
W ith the arrival at 
Manila of the other troops now being 
r raised it is suggested there may be 
formed another corps. 
In this connec­ 
tion it is known that many officers look 
w ith favor upon the suggestion that an 
arm y should be landed at Riuguyen, 
and move down the Dagupan railway, 
thus taking the arm y of Aguinaldo in 
the rear.

Boyle continued his testim ony concern­ 
ing the coal oil industry before the in­ 
dustrial commission. He estim ated that 
fully $100,000,000 had been lost by the 
public in oil speculation from 1870 to 
ISIK). 
Tms was stopped through joint 
efforts of the Standard Oil company and 
tho Producers’ Protective association. 
“ As a consequence,” he said, “ we 
have now an oil market, in which the 
consumer fixes the price aud with which 
the speculator has nothing to d o.” 
To speculation and to overproduction 
he attributed the low price of oils. 
Mr. Boyle also gave a history cl vari­ 
ous organizations, including the Pure 
Oil company, in which President Pnii- 
lips of the commission is interested. Mr. 
Boyle insisted upou calling this com­ 
pany a trust, and when questioned by 
Mr. Phillips said it was because the first 
president of the company, Mr. David 
Kirke, had himself so designated it. He 
referred to the company also as “an oc­ 
topus,” saying that it had made an at­ 
tempt to absorb all the allied interests 
in the Producers’ association, and that 
it had achieved considerable success. Iu 
this connection, he read tho original 
prospectus of the company. 
In this 
prospectus the oil company was referred 
to as a trust. 
Mr. Phillips took occa­ 
sion to explain that the company was 
only a trust tor voting purposes. 
Mr. Boyle said that drillers could 
make au average of $1,000 a year for &X) 
days’ work. 
B. A. Matthews, m anager for tho 
Standard company at Columbus, cam 
bi tore the commission to refute state­ 
m ents 
made bel ore tile commission 
some m ouths ago by one W. II. Clarke, 
who had been agent for the company 
at Newark, U.

C h a m p i o n . 
Frank Christian Ives, the late cham 
pion billiard player of the world, was 
a remarkable athlete, but when he be­ 
cam e prescient in billiards he gave 
up all other forms of sport, except to 
occasionally play a gam e of baseball 
for fun, as John L. Sullivan used to 
do when he became the .prize ring 
champion, says the New York Sun. 
In the line of athletics there seemed 
nothing Ives could not succeed at di­ 
rectly he started in to m aster any form 
of sport. 
Ile was a first class baseball 
catcher, having caught a few games 
for the Chicagos at one time; a good 
Jockey, a driver of trotting horses, a 
bicycle rider lu the days of the old 
“ordinary,” and during the roller skat­ 
ing craze he was one of the speediest 
men ever seen in a rink. Ile made a 
living out of all these pastim es aud 
contributed to tile support of his moth­ 
er, who lives in Michigan. 
Ives w as 
never a “natural born gambler.” as the 
saying goes, but he loved the excite­ 
ment of a wager, ami he loved horses, 
too, so it was not unnatural that, 
w hen there was no oue to play billiard 
m atches with him, lie would “follow 
the races.” 
Ile w as a good business 
man and alw ays had an eye out for 
the main chance. Therefore when he 
w ent racing it w as for the purpose of 
making a book aud letting the public 
do the guessing. 
Yet in spite of this 
winning system he w as not altogethei 
successful as a bookmaker, and be­ 
fore long gave it up altogether, decid­ 
ing to stick to his legitim ate profes­ 
sion, that of billiards. 
As a billiardist Ives was the wonder 
of two continents, and was probably 
the most wonderful master of the cue 
the world ever produced. 
He rose 
from obscurity to the top of the lad­ 
der within a period of three years, 
som ething after the manner of Jam es 
J. Corbett in pugilism. 
Just as the 
young I hiv id of tile prize ring arose 
and slayed John L. Sullivan, the fistic 
champion of a decade, so did I\os, the 
“Young Napoleon of Willards, 
appear 
in tile arena of green cloth and con­ 
quer tho hitherto invincible experts. 
Jake 
Schaefer, 
tin* 
“Wizard,” 
and 
George 
F. 
Slosson. 
the 
“Student.” 
There is this difference in the simile, 
however: When the m ighty John L. 
w as knocked out, that settled him as 
far as the ring w as concerned; but 
the game of billiards is different, and 
it has happened that since Ives wrest­ 
ed tin* title from Schaefer and Slosson, 
defeating them bot Ii in quick succes­ 
sion early in tile nineties, the old fel­ 
lows have frequently beaten the young 
man in tournament and match games. 
However, Ives won the last champion­ 
ship match and held the title up to the 
tim e of his death. 
' The sobriquet of “Young Napoleon 
of Billiards” was first applied to him 
in the tournament of February, 181)0, 
wherein Schaefer, Slosson, Daly, Ives, 
( ’arter 
and 
K eiser 
were 
the 
con­ 
testants. 
It was a handicap affair, 
Schaefer and Slosson playing 14 inch 
balk line while the others played the 
eight 
inch 
lines. 
Slosson 
won 
the 
tourney, Schaefer w as second, while 
Ives, I filly and Carter divided third 
money. 
In the champion tournament 
a month later at Chicago Ives finished 
second to Schaefer. 
The “ Young Napoleon” in 1891 com­ 
peted in the shortstop tournament 
so called because it was limited to 
second 
< lass 
players. 
Schaefer and 
SU- m n heil g barred and finished sec­ 
ond to Eugene Carter. Then he prac­ 
ticed hard far another I- mouths, mak­ 
ing v underfill progress in mastering 
the game, ami in the winter of 189‘J 
challenged Schaefer for the champion­ 
ship emblem. The match was played 
in Chicago on March Va. ISU2. aud Ives 
won by a score of SRO to 499. 
Every 
one tbought the “Wizard” had been 
caught on an oh day aud that Ives had 
won by a 
ti uke. 
Slosson. who had 
been beaten by Schaefer for the cham ­ 
pionship a short time before, shared 
this belief, and lie promptly challeng­ 
ed the “Young Napoleon.” The match 
was played at Chicago on May 21, 
1892, ami Ives won by 800 to 488, ids 
average of 20 2-3 beating all match 
records in a game of like length. 
Ives 
Is said to have bet $2,000 of his own 
money on the match. The sam e year 
the crack American billiardist struck 
a K londike in Paris, where the gam e 
w as enjoying an Immense boom, owing 
to its oeing made the medium of ex ­ 
tensive gam bling. 
Ives, Schaefer and 
Slosson w ent over, staid there until 
the police stopped the fun, and then 
returned home laden with gold. 
Before 
returning, 
however, 
Ives 
Visited London and attem pted to make 
a match with John Roberts, the E ng­ 
lish champion. 
Nothing cam e of the 
dicker until the next year, when an 
agreement was readied, and later a 


match was played which w as destined 
to become famous. 
It w as a com- 
promise game, for every one knew 
that 
no one had any chance with 
Roberts 
at 
the 
regulation 
English 
game. On April 29. 1893, articles wen* 
signed calling for a match of Mixt" 
points, under English rules, for $.“>.( Hi* 
a side. the table to lie 0 by 12. with 
six pockets; size of balls, 2V» indies, 
which is sm aller than the American 
standard. 
Ives returned home for practice and 
reached London again during “Derby 
w eek.” when the match w as played 
Roberts started off like a race horse, 
scoring 1.000 points a night for three 
nights, Ives in toe meantim e putting 
up <>89, 981 
and 573 for the three 
nights. 
It looked easy for Roberts 
when, on the fourth night, Ives got 
the balls jaw ed near the pocket aud 
ran 2,540 points without giving Roberts 
a chance to chalk his cue. 
He pur­ 
posely destroyed the lock he had on 
the spheres, as the gam e w as prac­ 
tically Ids. The score was, Ives, 6,000; 
Roberts, 3,831. 
Roberts visited this 
country during the World’s fair and 
played tw o more m atches with Ives, 
splitting even on the deal. 
During the past six years Ives play­ 
ed a number of matches aud tourna 
m eats, aud up to the tim e of his death 
w as the acknowledged champion of 
the world. 
For two years he w as as­ 
sociated with 
Maurice Daly in the 
m anufacture of billiard tables until

business 
was 
bought 
by 
the 
Brunsw lek-Balke-Collender company.

AN ENORMOUS SUM.

Ferdinand W. Peck estim ates that 
the value of the exposition of 1900 to 
Paris and France, from a financial 
{joint of view, will be alm ost fabu­ 
lous, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
Concessions of enormous value and 
allow ing big profits am ounting to hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars w ill be let, 
and the attendance at the exposition is 
estim ated at 60,000,000 people, near­ 
ly three-fourths of the entire popula­ 
tion of the United States. 
H e said 
that it was estim ated that the total 
receipts of the exposition will amount 
to over $300,000,000. 
“The caterers of Paris are just now 
in a state of agitation,” said Commis­ 
sioner Peck. 
“It Is not vile affair that 
m oves them, but the approach of the 
day when the contracts for places of 
refreshm ent in the exposition will be 
decided. 
Rents for places for restau­ 
rants and bars in Paris for use dur­ 
ing the exposition are even now placed 
at fabulous figures, and $10,000 for six 
months for a barroom or hall on the 
banks of the Seine is the average 
rental asked. 
“At the Paris exposition of 18S9 80 
concessions were granted for restau 
rants and bar establishm ents, the to­ 
tal rents for which reached over $250,- 
000. 
As a rule, all these places realize 
large returns, one of the establish­ 
m ents m aking $300,000 net profits. The 
average profit of five others was 200,- 
000 francs, or about $40,000, and the 
low est profit made w as 30,000 francs— 
$(5,000. 
Of course the people of Paris 
and the French com m issioners antici­ 
pate much greater financial results at 
the com ing exposition in 1900, as the 
attendance will, by millions, surpass 
that of any previous international ex­ 
position. 
“As to the French governm ent and 
state the profit is also great. The rail­ 
road receipts during the exposition of 
1889 increased 78,000,000 francs, the 
tax on transportation 12,000,000 francs. 
The postoffice receipts increased 8,000,- 
000 francs and that of the excise taxes 
30,000,000 
francs. 
The 
exports 
of 
France during the Paris exposition of 
1889 Increased 450,000,OOO francs, while 
the Imports of that year reached only 
2lo,(mx»,OOO francs.” 


C ape Town, Sept. 8.—The Boers are 
reported massing troops on the frontier. 
London, Sept. 
8.—The Daily Mail 
publishes tile following from Johauues- 
burg:

“ It is reliably reported from Pretoria 
that a special military train w ith a body 
of armed men was dispatched to the 
N atal border ou Tuesday night with an 
equipm ent of several ‘heavy field guns 
and a quantity of amm unition. 
P retoria, Sept. 8.—There was great 
excitem ent in the first raati on Mr. 
Coetser’s interpellation of the govern­ 
m ent regarding the presence of British 
troops on tile borders aud the stoppage 
of amm unition consigned to the Trans­ 
vaal. 
The state secretary, F. W . Reitz, 
said he had called the previous day on 
the British 
diplomatic 
agent, 
Mr. 
Conyngham Greeny, and had asked him 
w hat reply the government could give 
in the volksraad regarding the alleged 
m assing of British troops on the bord­ 
ers. and whether Mr. Greene would 
com-liunicate 
w ith the British high 
commissioner, Sir Alfred Milner. 
I ne 
reply from Mr. Greene, he continued, 
had been received, and was in the fol- 
wing terms: 
D* ar Mr. R eitz: 
The follow ing is Sir Alfred M ilner’s 
reply to the telegram w hich I sent him 
at your request: 
“ I don t know to 
what Mr. Reitz refers when he alludes 
to the massing of troops. 
This must 
be the British troops iu South Africa, 
the position aud numbers of which is 
no secret, but which is a matter of com­ 
mon knowledge that they are here in 
order to protect British interests aud to 
make provisions against eventualities. 
Mr. Ooetser aud other members then 
made violent speeches, declaring that 
they could not understand Sir Alfred 
M iluer’s reply, since tile Transvaal had 
never threatened the British colonies. 
“ It is tim e,’’ exclaim ed Mr. Coetser, 
“ for the Transvaal also to prepare for 
eventualities.”

“Due of the finest and lightest ma­ 
terials that are now largely used for 
making clock hands is alum inium,” 
said u leading cluck manufacturer re­ 
cently. 
“Until recently the pointers 
of big clocks, when not made of wood, 
were composed of two thin strips of 
copper, which were capped or hollow­ 
ed and then brought together, edge to 
edge, with the rounded sides out, thus 
giving strength as well as lightness. 
The 
aluminium 
clock 
pointers 
are 
made just in the same way as the 
copper ones, but they possess the mer­ 
it of being tw ice as light aud are fat 
easier to balance. 
“It isn’t unusual on large clocks to 
• ie projecting from the base of tile 
lung pointer aud in line with it a rod 
with a ball at the end, this rod be- | 
lug perhaps a third as long as the big 
pointer. 
This rod and ball act as a 
counterweight 
for 
the 
big 
pointer, 
which, without a counterweight, would 
in its movement around the dial bear 
unevenly upon the arbor or shaft which 
carries it. 
On great clocks and often 
on big tim epieces indoors this counter­ 
poise is placed inside the dial out ol 
sight on the arbor. 
“The heavier the pointer the greater 
the weight required in the counter­ 
poise; the greater the weight the more 
friction on the arbor, aud the more 
friction the greater the power requir­ 
ed to drive the clock. 
By the use of 
aluminium pointers these drawbacks 
are reduced to a minimum.”—W ash­ 
ington Star.

Frank Christian Ives, the late cham 
pion billiard player of tile world, w as 
a remarkable athlete, but w hen he be­ 
fa m e proUeieiit iu billiards he gave 
up all other form s of sport, except to 
occasionally play a gam e of baseball 
for fun, as John L. Sullivan used to 
do w hen he becam e the .prize ring 
cham pion, sa y s the N ew York Sun. 
In the line o f athletics there seem ed 
nothing Ives could not succeed at di­ 
rectly he started in to master any form 
of sport. 
Ile w as a tirst class baseball 
catcher, having caught a few' gam es 
for the CIncages at one time; a good 
Jockey, a driver of trotting horses, a 
bicycle rider in the days of the old 
“ordinary,” ami during the roller sk a t­ 
ing craze lie w as one of the speediest 
men ever seen in a rink. 
Ile m ade a 
living out of all these pastim es and 
contributed to the support of his m oth­ 
er, who lives in Michigan. 
Ives w as 
never a “natural born gam bler,” as tile 
saying goes, but he loved the ex cite­ 
ment of a wager, and he loved horses, 
too, so 
it 
w as not 
unnatural 
that, 
w hen there w as no one to play billiard 
m atches with him, lie would “follow 
the races.” 
Ile w a s a good business 
man ami a lw a y s had an eye out for 
the main chance. 
Therefore w hen he 
w ent racing it w as for the purpose of 
m aking a book and letting tile public 
do the guessing. 
Yet in spite of this 
w inning system he w as not altogether 
successful as a bookmaker, and be­ 
fore long gave it up altogether, decid­ 
ing to stick to Ids legitim ate profes­ 
sion, that of billiards. 
As a billiardist Ives was the wonder 
of tw o continents, and w as probably 
the most w onderful master of the cue 
the world ever produced. 
H e rose 
from obscurity to the top of the lad­ 
der within a period of three years, 
som ething after the m anner of Jam es 
J. Corbett in pugilism. 
Just as the 
young David of the prize ring arose 
and slayed John L. Sullivan, the fistic 
cham pion of a decade, so dill Ives, the 
“Young Napoleon of Billiards,” appear 
in the arena of green cloth and con­ 
quer tho. hitherto invincible experts, 
Jake 
Schaefer, 
the 
“ Wizard,” 
and 
George 
I'- 
Slosson, 
the 
"Student.” 
There is this difference In the simile, 
how ever: When Hie m ighty John L. 
w a s knocked out, that settled him as 
fur as the ring w as concerned; but 
the gam e of billiards is different, and 
it has happened that since Ives w rest­ 
ed tile tit ii1 from Schaefer and Slosson, 
defeating them both in (prick succes­ 
sion early in the nineties, Ila* old fel­ 
low s have frequently beaten the young 
man in tournament and match gam es. 
H ow ever, Ives won the last cham pion­ 
ship match and held the title up to tho 
time of his death. 
The sobriquet of “Young Napoleon 
of Billiards” w as first applied to him 
iii tin* tournament of Feluigiry, 181)0, 
wherein Schaefer, Slosson, Daly, Ives, 
Carter 
and 
lle ise r 
were 
Hie 
con­ 
testants.

w as a handicap altair, 
Schaefer and Slosson playing 14 inch

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BLUNT REPLY MARE BY ENGLAND. 


To a question of Hie Hoer* a* to Why 
Britt*)! Troop* Were on the Border, 
Sir Alfred Milner Replied They Were 
There to Protect British Interests. 
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AN ENORMOUS SUM. 


P e e k T h in k * P a rt* R x p o n ltlo n R e ­ 
c e ip t* W ill R e a c h $.100,000,000. 
Ferdinaud \V. Peck estim ates that 
the value of the exposition of 19)MJ to 
Paris and 
France, 
from a financial 
point of view, w ill be alm ost fab u ­ 
lous, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
C oncessions o f enorm ous value and 
allow ing big profits am ounting to hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars will be let, 
and the attendance at tile exposition is 
estim ated at 60,000,0*00 people, near­ 
ly three-fourths of the entire popula­ 
tion of the United States. 
Ile said 
that it w as estim ated that the total 
receipts of the exposition will am ount 
to over $300,000,000. 
“The caterers of Paris are just now 
in a state of agitation,” said C om m is­ 
sioner Peck. 
“It is not .he affair that 
m oves theta, but the approach of Hie 
day when the contracts for places of 
refreshm ent in the exposition will be 
decided. 
Rents for places for restau­ 
rants and bars in Paris for use dur­ 
ing the exposition are even now placed 
at fabulous figures, and $10,009 for six 
m ouths for a barroom or hall on Hie 
hanks of the 
Seine 
is the average 
rental asked. 
“At the Paris exposition of 1889 86 
concessions w ere granted for restau­ 
rants and bar establishm ents, the to­ 
tal rents for which reached over $250,- 
000. 
As a rule, all these places realize 
large returns, one of the establish­ 
ments m aking $300,000 net profits. The 
average profit of five others w as 200,- 
000 francs, or about $40,000, and the 
lowest profit, m ade w as 30,000 francs— 
$<5,000. 
Of course the people of Paris 
and tilt* French com m issioners antici­ 
pate rnueli greater financial results at 
the com ing exposition in 1900, as the 
attendance will, bv millions, surpass 
that of any previous international e x ­ 
position. 
‘ As to the French governm ent and 
state the profit is also great. 
The rail­ 
road receipts during the exposition of 
1889 increased 78,000,000 francs, the 
tax on transportation 12,000,000 francs. 
The postoffice receipts increased 8,000,- 
ooo francs and that of the excise taxes 
30.000.000 
francs. 
The 
exports 
of 
France during the Paris exposition of 
1889 Increased 45O.OQO.000 francs, while 
the imports of that year reached only 
210.000.000 francs.” 


C ape T o w n, Sept. 8.—Tho Boers are 
reported m assing troops on the frontier. 
L ondon, sept. 
8.— Tie* Daily Mail 
publishes the following from Johannes­ 
burg: 
“ It is reliably reported from Pretoria 
that a special military train w ith a body 
of armed men was dispatched to the 
Natal border on Tuesday night with an 
equipm ent of several ‘heavy field guns 
and a quantity of am m unition.” 
P retoria, Sept. 8.—There was great 
excitem ent in the first raau on Mr. 
Coetser’s interpellation of the govern­ 
m ent regarding the presence of British 
troops on tile borders aud the stoppage 
of am m unition consigned to the Trans­ 
vaal. 
The state secretary, F. W. Reitz, 
said he had called the previous day on 
the British 
diplomatic 
agent, 
Mr. 
C onyngham Greeny, and hail asked him 
w hat reply the governm ent could give 
in the volksraad regarding the alleged 
m assing of British troops on the bord­ 
ers. and w hether Mr. Greene would 
com m unicate 
w ith the British high 
commissioner, Sir Alfred Milner. 
Tile 
reply from Mr. Greene, he continued, 
had been received, aud was in the fob 
' »wing terms: 
Dear Mr. Reitz: 
The follow ing is Sir Alfred M ilner’s 
reply to the telegram w hich I sent him 
at your request: 
“I don t know to 
what Mr. Reitz refers w hen he alludes 
to the m assing of troops. 
This must 
be the British troops in South Africa, 
the position aud numbers of which is 
no secret, but which is a matter of com ­ 
mon knowledge that they are here in 
order to protect British interests aud to 
m ake provisions against eventualities.” 
Mr. Coetser and other members then 
m ade violent speeches, declaring that 
they could not understand Sir Alfred 
M iiuer’s reply, since the Transvaal had 
never threatened the British colonies. 
“ It is tim e,” exclaim ed Mr. Coetser, 
“ for the Transvaal also to prepare for 
eventualities.”

rection , says the St. Louis Globe-Deui- 
iHjrat's Philippine correspondent, writ­ 
ing from San Fernando under date of 
July 18: 
At the time referred to—the night of 
Feb. 4 and the two days succeeding— 
the now famous little general was the 
colonel of the Twentieth Kansas regi­ 
ment of volunteer infantry. 
His regi­ 
ment was quartered in the Binondo dis­ 
trict of Manila, his own residence be­ 
ing about three blocks away from the 
building used as regimental headquar­ 
ters. 
Prefacing his account with tile 


I lain and positive statement that all 
of the American forces had firmly be­ 
lieved for weeks that war was inevita­ 
ble and sure he continued: 
"For some days previous to this time 
the 
insurgents 
had almost 
hourly 
grown more insulting iii speech and 
daring in manner. The con filet so soon 
ti) occur had been nearly precipitated 
cm the 2d by an insurgent officer with 
a detachment of about 4o natives—all 
armed aud very drunk—attempting to 
pass the line held by the Nebraska reg­ 
iment. 
On that occasion only the tact 
anti soldierly attitude of Colonel Stots- 
enburg prevented a tight. Rut to come 
to the night of the 4th. 
Thrice chal­ 
lenged and told to halt by a sentinel 
near the Santa Mesa bridge, a party 
of four armed insurgents attempted to 
force our lines and establish an out­ 
post actually within our territory. 
It 
was about 8:30. and as a good soldier 
boy obeying orders that man of the Ne­ 
braska fired, and fired to kill, aud the 
fight was on. 
The Nebraskas, having 
re-enforced their line, awaited results. 
They had not long to wait—perhaps 30 
minutes. 
As they stood iii the deepen­ 
ing darkness from across the river 
broke out a long horizontal sheet of 
Hashes, marking for a brief instant the 
lino of insurgent trenches.

A desperate attem pt to cross the bridge 
over the San Juan and in the imme­ 
diate front of tlte Nebraska was soon 
made by the rebels and very nearly 
succeeded. 
They were checked only 
when well near our side. 
I had just 
gone 
to 
bed wli"ti 
Me tor Metcalf 
knocked on my door and said: ‘Colo­ 
nel, it’s on! 
It’s on!’ 
To tumble out, 
strike a light and hastily dress took 
but a very few moments—all except 
the dressing—I couldn’t find one boot. 
You would think a man could find a 
hoot in a lighted room in two sec­ 
onds. 
Pin afraid that I was some­ 
what excited. 
It found, I called the 
orderlies to saddle the ponies, and, go­ 
ing out on a rear balcony of my head­ 
quarters with the major, far away to 
the east and working to the north we 
could 
hear 
the 
pac-oww-pac-oww, 
that unmistakable double report 
of 
Mausers. 
As we stood, even for that 
brief while, the pops grew into a dull 
roar. 
My own regiment, though quar­ 
tered in town, maintained a strong out­ 
post of TO men on the Calooean road, 
and I felt that in but a short time they, 
too, would be engaged. 
The horses 
brought, down into the street we clat­ 
tered. And strangely quiet and desert­ 
ed that street was—not a sound, not a 
native—all gone—in hiding. 
The three 
fchort blocks to the regimental head­ 
quarters required but little time. There 
found the regiment under arms, 
tin* men laughing, juking and all im­ 
patience to move. 
They had stood 
touch in those last weeks, but that had 
been a personal grievance. 
Now it

Taking two battalions, we 
bruke into column of fours and took 
UP the route to our previously desig­ 
nated positions. 
The men continued to chaff and

near our outpost, the firing that had 
£radually crept toward our front from 
away off on the right broke out ahead

We could hear Captain Clark

To add to the racket— 
'wre was no confusion—at irregular 
^‘torvals there tore over our heads 
g rapnel from the old smooth bore that 
l *e rebels had D lan ted about three- 


| fourths of a milV to our from. 
But on 
< np the narrow street we went, and 
I soon in and through gardens, behind 
I walls and houses, we were in position. 
■ a battalion on either side of the street. 
That old cannon kept ripping out its 
infernal roar, and the men were fairly 
crazy to locate its position. 
Once es­ 
tablished. we opened with volleys, fir­ 
ing slowly and well under control, but 
the insurgents, with plenty of ammuni­ 
tion. kept the scenery pretty thorough­ 
ly punctured with their rifle fire. They 
were using individual fire and were 
reckless in the extreme in their ex­ 


penditure. 
I brough the long night 
theii fire kept up—now ragged and 
slow and then bursting intl) quick, 
fierce volleys. 
Morning, so longed for, 
finally dawned. 
What a long night it 
was. 
We made a slow, steady advance 
of about -KH) yards, followed shortly by 
a second of 2(H). Then I got word from 
the Third artillery, on our right, that 
they were cramped by the ground and 
intended making a forward movement 
to get into a better position. 
"Daylight showed us a line of the 
enemy some 8«K) yards away behind a, 
barricade, aud daylight also brought 
with it a terrific tire from the navy. 
Rut my two advances had thrown the 
left of my regiment pretty well up into 
the line of their shell fire. 
Indeed, it 
looked a bit as if the navy were shell­ 
ing my left. 
Happily, hut one slight 
injury w.;*s received by our men. 
The 
navy fire having ceased, I encouraged 
my 
men 
preparatory to making 
a 
charge. I must confess that I was not 
absolutely sure that the insurgent fire 
was inaccurate, hut I said: ‘Gome on, 
men! 
I don’t think they can stop tis!’ 
And sounding the charge we went at 
them. 
It was grand; it was superb. 
Arriving at a point GO yards from the 
first barricade, I did what I could not 
do again, because it would be unnec­ 
essary. 
We halted and fixed bayonets. 
That done, there was no stopping us. 
Tile first barricade was rushed and 
taken, the men going right iii on top 
of the rebels, aud the second, IAU yards 
farther on and not hitherto seen, we 
also assaulted, and when the resulting 
slight confusion had been overcome we 
prepared to treat an insurgent block­ 
house to our left front in a similar 
manner, but inst then we received per­ 
emptory orders to withdraw. 
We had 
got ahead at too rapid a gait, aud we 
went reluctantly back to our former 
position. 
Reassembling in fours, we 
took up this return march, and then I 
had the most distinct shock of auy 
that I ha vc experienced during tile 
campaign. 
The navy reopened fire, 
ami a shell—a shrapnel—seemingly as 
big as a bucket, struck within 50 yards 
and to the right front of the head of 
the column. 
Exploding with a terrific 
crash, it literally swept with its frag­ 
ments and bullets a path across our 
very route. 
How we escaped, for it 
was right on top of us, I shall never 
even hazard a guess, but we did escape. 
For that matter the whole night had 
been a period of great and good luck 
in casualties, for during tile first ad­ 
vance iii column up that narrow street 
under Mauser and artillery fire and all 
the subsequent long flours of waiting 
for the day to come not a man had 
been touched. 
It was marvelous, but 
it was fortunately true. 
"Once back 
from 
out the navy’s 
range, we took up our position of the 
night before, and the rest is another 
chapter of what I fear will—indeed, 
must—be a story of many volumes be­ 
fore ‘the end’ can be written. 
“There were some humorous things 
that I recall as having occurred that 
night. One was the jeering of the men 
as a shell would go sailing high over 
their heads, and their yells, borrowed 
from baseball, of ‘High ball!’ ‘Get 'em 
down, old man; get 'em down!’ 
But 
the night itself is a memory more 
vivid, more lurid, than any other ex­ 
perience that I have ever undergone.’’

cupied by Dr. Elliott, in Clinton ave­ 
nue, near Fulton street. Brooklyn, is to 
be composed exclusively of men who 
are earning their liviug in the mercan­ 
tile business, either as clerks, sales­ 
men or accountants, aud who are oblig­ 
ed to live on a comparatively small in­ 
come. 


J. Stuart Dotten, who was on the 
staff of Anson Burlingame when the 
latter was minister to China, is one of 
the chief originators and is the secre­ 
tary of tin1 new organization, which is 
to l*e known as the Clinton club, says 
the New York Tribune. 
It i> the inten­ 
tion of the organizers to provide for 
the wage earners of moderate means 
in mercantile pursuits all of the com­ 
forts of a first class club from which 
they may he debarred on account of 
the In a vy iii. *s. 
To become a member of the club all 
that is necessary is to subscribe for one 
of the 5<IO shares of stock. The dues 
are to be only 81 a month. Although 
the idea is comparatively unknown as 
yet, Mr. Dotten h as met with great 
success iii the enterprise and has se­ 
cured a membership of 250 desirable 
young men. 
The money already re­ 
ceived is to be used at once to tit up 
the clubhouse, which is to be opened in 
a few days. 
On Hie main floor of the house are 
five rooms, which will be used as re­ 
ception room, smoking room, dining 
room, music 
room and 
wheel room. 
The upper floors of the house will be 
tastily fitte d ttp as living moms. There 
are 12 rooms available for such pm* 
poses, and it is expected that they will 
accommodate about 20 members. These 
rooms will be rented at reasonable 
rates, and a young man can secure his 
room, aud board as well, for $5 a 
week. 
The Alining room is to be one of the 
principal features of the uew club. 
It 
is expected that meals of a good qual­ 
ity can he served at 25 cents each. 
Any one who desires to take all his 
meals at the house can do so for $.‘>.50 
a week, or he may have dinners alone 
for seven days for $1.50. Any of the 
members may entertain his friends 
there at the same rates. 
The reception room will be suitably 
fitted up, and in order to induce the 
members to spend as many of their 
evenings at the club as possible enter­ 
tainments w ll be arranged by a com­ 
mittee to De chosen for that purpose. 
Once each month there will be a social 
dance, to which each member will be 
entitled to invite three friends. 
Special arrangements will he made 
for those who are musically inclined. 
All who desire to study music may 
practice as much as they wish on the 
club’s piano during certain hours, and. 
if necessary, a teacher may come to 
the clubhouse for the lessons. In the 
reading room will be found the daily 
papers and all of the current literature 
usually found in a well regulated club­ 
house. No liquors will be sold at the 
clubhouse, and at present no pool or 
billiard tables will be put in. Arrange­ 
ments have been made, however, to 
furnish 
cigars to the members at 
wholesale rates. 
Another feature of the club, though 
one that has not been finally evolved, 
Is the establishment of a country home 
at some of the nearby shore resorts, 
where the members may spend the 
summer and still lie within reach of 
their business. All the attractions of 
a country clubhouse will be furnished, 
and this feature alone, it is expected, 
will prove so strong an attraction that 
the club will be unable to take all of 
those who wish to join. 
If the idea 
should become as popular arni success­ 
ful as its promoters expect, there is 
little doubt that the facilities will Im* 
Increased by another year and the 
membership made larger.

At the time referred to—tile night of 
jVh. I aud the two days succeeding— 
the now famous little general was the 
colonel of the Twentieth Kansas regi­ 
ment of volunteer infantry. 
His regi­ 
ment was quartered in the Binondo dis­ 
trict of Manila, his own residence be­ 
ing about three blocks away from the 
building used tis regimental headquar­ 
ters. 
Prefacing his account with the 
I lain aud positive statement that all 
of tile American forces had firmly be­ 
lieved for weeks that war was inevita­ 
ble and sure lie continued: 
“For some days previous to this time 
the 
insurgents 
hail 
almost 
hourly 
grown more insulting iii speech and 
daring in manner. 
The conflict so soon 
to occur had been nearly precipitated 
on the 2d by an insurgent olliccr with 
u detachment of about Jo natives—.all 
armed and very drunk—attempting to 
pass the line held by the Nebraska reg­ 
iment. 
On that occasion only the tact 
ami soldierly attitude of Colonel Sfnts- 
eiiburg prevented a light. 
But to come 
to the night of the Itll 
Thrice chal­ 
lenged and told to halt by a sentinel 
near the Santa Mesa bridge, a party 
of four armed insurgents attempted to 
force our lines and establish an out­ 
post actually within our territory. 
It 
was about S:.jO. and as a good soldier 
boy obeying orders that man of the Ne­ 
braska fired, ami fired to kill, and the 
tight was on. 
The Nebraskan, having 
re-enforced their line, awaited results. 
They had not long to wait—perhaps 30 
minutes. 
As they stood in the deepen­ 
ing darkness from across the river 
broke out a long horizontal sheet of 
flashes, marking for a brief instant the 
lint1 of insurgent trenches. 
Volley fol­ 
lowed volley with deafening crashes. 
A desperate attempt to cross the bridge 
over the San Juan and in the imme­ 
diate front of the Nebraska was soon 
made by the rebels and very nearly 
succeeded. 
They were checked only 
when well near our side. 
I had just 
gene 
to 
bod wlmri 
Major Metcalf 
knocked on my door and said: *Colo- 
nel, it’s on! 
It’s on!’ 
To tumble out, 
strike a light and hastily dress took 
but a very few moments—all except 
the dressing—I couldn’t find one boot. 
Von would think a man could find a 
boot in a lighted room in two sec­ 
onds. 
I’m afraid that I was some­ 
what excited. 
It found, I called the 
orderlies to saddle the ponies, and, go­ 
ing out on a rear balcony of my head­ 
quarters with the major, far away to 
the east and working to the north we 
could 
hear 
the 
pac-oww-pac-oww, 
that unmistakable double report 
of 
Mausers. 
As we stood, even for that 
brief while, the pops grew into a dull 
roar. 
My own regiment, though quar­ 
tered in town, maintained a strong out­ 
post of 70 men on the Calooean road, 
and I felt that in but a short time they, 
too, would be engaged. 
The horses 
brought, down into the street we clat­ 
tered. And strangely quiet and desert­ 
ed that street was—not a sound, not a 
native—all gone—in hiding. 
The three 
short blocks to the regimental head­ 
quarters required but little time. There 
found the regiment tinder arms. 


J fourths of a mi IV to our from. 
But on 
up the narrow street we went, and 
soon in and through gardens, behind 
J walls and houses, we were in position. 
a battalion on either side of the street. 
That old cannon kept ripping out its 
I infernal roar, and the men were fairly 
crazy to locate its position. 
Once es­ 
tablished. we opened with volleys, fir- 
( ing 'lowly and well under control, but 
the insurgents, with plenty of ammuni­ 
tion. kept tho scenery pretty thorough­ 
ly punctured with their rifle fire. 
They 
were using individual fire and were 
reckless in tho extreme rn their ex­ 


penditure. 
I brough 
the long night 
thcit 
tire 
kept up now ragged and 
slow and 
th n bursting into quick, 
fierce volleys. 
Morning, so longed for, 
finally dawned. 
W hat a long night it 
was. 
We made a slow, steady advance 
of about fit) yards, followed shortly by 
a second of 200. Then I got word from 
the Third artillery, 
on our right, that 
they were cramped 
by the ground and 
intended making a forward movement 
to get into a better position. 
“Daylight showed us a line of the 
enemy some MU) yards away behind a 
barricade, and daylight also brought 
with it a terrific fire from the navy. 
But my two advances had thrown the 
left of my regiment pretty well up into 
the Hue of their shell fire. 
Indeed, it 
looked a bit its if the navy were shell­ 
ing my left. 
Happily, but one slight 
injury w>s received by our men. 
The 
navy fire having ceased. I encouraged 
my 
men 
preparatory to making 
a 
charge. 
I must confess that I was not 
absolutely sure that the insurgent lire 
was inaccurate, but I said: ‘Dome on, 
men! 
I don’t think they can stop us!’ 
And sounding the charge we went at 
them. 
It Wits grand; it was superb. 
Arriving at a point GO yards from the 
first barricado, I did what I could not 
do again, because it would be unnec­ 
essary. 
We halted and fixed bayonets. 
That done, there Wits no stopping us. 
The first barricade was rushed and 
taken, the men going right in on top 
of the rebels, and the second, lob yards 
farther on and not hitherto seen, we 
als») assaulted, and when the resulting 
slight confusion had been overcome we 
prepared to treat an insurgent block­ 
house to our left front in a similar 
manner, but just then we received per­ 
emptory orders to withdraw. 
We had 
got ahead at too rapid a gait, and we 
went reluctantly back to our former 
position. 
Reassembling in fours, we 
took up this ret tim march, and then I 
had the most distinct shock of any 
that I have experienced during the 
campaign. 
The navy reopened fire, 
and a shell- a shrapnel—seemingly as 
big as a bucket, struck within 50 yards 
and to the right front of the head of 
the column. 
Exploding with a terrific 
crash, it literally swept with its frag­ 
ments and bullets a path across our 
very route. 
How we escaped, for it 
was right on top of us, I shall never 
even hazard a guess, but we <1 iii escape. 
For that matt#.* the whole night had 
been a period of great and good luck 
in casualties, for during the first ad­ 
vance in column up that narrow street 
under Mauser aud artillery fire and all 
the subsequent long hours of waiting 
for the day to come not a man had 
been touched. 
It was marvelous, but 
it was fortunately true. 
“Once back 
from 
out the navy’s 
range, we took up our position of the 
night before, and the rest is another 
chapter of what I fear will—indeed, 
must—be a story of many volumes be­ 
fore ‘the end’ can be written. 
“There were some humorous things 
that I recall as having occurred that 
night. One was the jeering of the men 
as a shell would go sailing high over 
their heads, and their yells, borrowed 
from baseball, of ‘High ball!’ ‘Get ’em 
down, old man; get ’em down!’ 
But 
the night 
itself 
is a memory more 
vivid, more lurid, than any other ex­ 
perience that I have ever undergone.

nue. near Fulton street. Brooklyn, is to 
be compost'd exclusively of men who 
are earning their living iii the mercan­ 
tile business, cither as clerks, sales 
men or accountants, aud who are oblig­ 
ed to live on a comparatively small in­ 
come. 
J. Stuart Dotten. who was on the 
staff of Anson Burlingame when the 
latter was minister to China, is one of 
tilt4 chief originators and is tho secrt*- 
tary of the new organization, which is 
to be known as tho Clinton club, says 
the New York Tribune. 
It is the inten­ 
tion of th*1 organizers to provide for 
the wage earners of moderate means 
iii mercantile pursuits all of the com 
forts of a first class club from which 
they may be debarred on account of 
the In a vy dies. 
To heroine a member of the club all 
that is necessary is to subscribe for oil*- 
of tin* 5t)0 shares of stock. The dues 
are to he only 81 a month. Although 
the idea is comparatively unknown as 
yet. Mr. Dotten has met with groat 
success iii the enterprise and has m>- 
eured a membership of 250 desirable 
young men. 
The money already re­ 
ceived is to be used at once to tit up 
the clubhouse, which is to be opened in 
a few days. 
Oil the main Moor of the house are 
five rooms, which will be used as re­ 
ception room, smoking room, dining 
room, music 
room and 
wlieolroom. 
The upper doors of the house will be 
tastily fPV'd *-p as living rooms. There 
are 12 rooms available for such pur­ 
poses, and it is expected that they will 
accommodate about 20 members. These 
rooms will be rented at reasonable 
rates, and a young man can secure Ids 
room, ami board as well, for $5 ti 
week. 
The dining room is to be one of the 
principal features of the new club. 
It 
Is expected that meals of a good qual­ 
ity eau be served at 25 cents each. 
Any one who desires to take all his 
meals at the house eau do so for 83.50 
a week, or In* may have dinners alone 
for seven days for $1.50. 
Any of the 
members may entertain 
his friends 
there at the same rates. 
Tile reception room will be suitably 
fitted up, and in order to induce the 
members to spend as many of their 
evenings at the club as possible enter­ 
tainments w ll be arranged by a com­ 
mittee to be chosen for that purpose. 
Once each month there will be a social 
dance, to which each member will be 
entitled to invite three friends. 
Special arrangements will be made 
for those who are musically inclined. 
All who desire to study music may 
practice as much as they wish on tin* 
club’s piano during certain hours, aud, 
lf necessary, a teacher may come to 
the clubhouse for the lessons. 
In the 
reading room will be found the daily 
papers and all of the current literature 
usually found in a well regulated club­ 
house. 
No liquors will be sold at the 
clubhouse, and at present no pool or 
billiard tables will be put In. Arrange­ 
ments have been made, however, to 
furnish 
cigars to 
the 
members at 
wholesale rates. 
Another feature of the club, though 
one that has not been finally evolved, 
Is the establishment of a country home 
at some of the nearby shore resorts, 
where the members may spend tin* 
summer and still be within reach of 
their business. 
All the attractions of 
a country clubhouse will be furnished, 
and this feature alone, it is expected, 
will prove so strong an attraction that 
the club will be unable to take all of 
those who wish to join.

Frank Christian Ives, the late cham 
pion billiard player of the world, was 
a remarkable athlete, but when he be* 
came prolieient iii billiards he ga\»* 
up all other forms of sport, except to 
occasionally play a game of baseball 
for fun, as John L. Sullivan used to 
do when he became the .prise riti^ 
champion, says the New York Sun. 
Iu the Hue of athletics there seemed 
nothing Ives could uot succeed at di­ 
rectly he started in to m aster any form 
of sport. Ile was a tirst class baseball 
catcher, having caught a few games 
for the Chicago# at one time; a good 
Jockey, a driver of trotting horses, a 
bicycle rider in the days of the old 
“ordinary,” and during the roller skat­ 
ing craze he was one of the speediest 
men ever seen In a rink. He made a 
living out of all these pastimes and 
contributed to the support of his moth­ 
er, who lives in Michigan. Ives was 
never a “natural born gambler,” as the 
saving goes, but lie loved tile ex* ite- 
ment of a wager, and he loved horses, 
so it was not unnatural that, 
too, 
billiard 
when there was no one to play 
matches with him, lie would “follow 
the races.” He was a good business 
man and always hail an (‘ye out for 
the main chance. Therefore when he 
went racing it was for the purpose of 
making a book and letting Hie public 
do the guessing. Yet in spite of this 
winning system lie was not altogether 
successful as a bookmaker, and be­ 
fore long gave it up altogether, decid­ 
ing to stick ta his legitimate profes­ 
sion, that of billiards. 
As a billiardist Ives was the wonder 
of two continents, and was probably 
the most wonderful master of the cue 
the world ever produced. 
Ile rose 
from obscurity to the top of tho lad­ 
der within a period of three years, 
something after tin* manner of Jam es 
J. Corbett in pugilism. 
Just as the 
young David of the prize ring arose 
and slayed John L. Sullivan, the fistic 
champion of a decade, so did Ives, the

to over $300,000,000. 
“The caterers of Paris are Just now 
in a state of agitation,” said Commis­ 
sioner Peck.

Rents for places for restau­ 
rants and bars in Paris for use dur­ 
ing the exposition are even now placed 
at fabulous figures, and $10,000 for six 
mouths for a barroom or ball on tile 
banks of the Belue is the average 
rental asked.
